| returning officer “is placed in a posi- 
tion to trace the vote of every man 
that unscrupulous officials choose to 
improperly exclude from the lists. 

{ If anything further were needed to 
annihilate the ‘secrecy of the ballot,

declared that ‘‘no ballot paper shall 
be rejected on account of any writing 
‘number or mafks placed thereon by 
any deputy returning officer.” If this 
is not open voting, it has the same 
| effect, and constitutes a gross form 
| of tyranny and intimidation which
